to their lack of knowledge or lack 
of care. 
"M others almost 
monopolize

gerous petroleum product a range of 
usefulness from cleaning 
hair

bons to slaying bedbugs. 
Many use 
it as carelessly as if it were water 
and then empty it into the sink to 
he heard of later as a ‘sew er gas ex­ 
plosion.’ 
W ashing 
with 
gasolene 
should be done out of 
doors, 
and 
when it is no longer fit for use it 
should be thrown upon the ground, 
in which it will quickly hide itself. 
Cook Stoves Are Like Death. 
“The cook stove which, like death, 
has all seasons for its own, is the 
great fire danger in the home and 
the mother m anages 
it alm ost 
ex­ 
clusively. 
Cracks in 
stoves 
large 
enough to allow the escape of sparks 
are common from over-heating and 
from the warping of the stove lids. 
The pipe often has imperfect joints 
or misfits the chimney hole ,or has 
been perforated by rust. 
“The stove should he a foot and a 
half from the wall or the wall pro­ 
tected by a sheet of zinc or tin loose­ 
ly hung on hooks so air can circulate 
hind it and should extend a yard 
above the stove to protect from the

nishes the biggest Item in the fire 
waste 
conflagrations not excepted. \ 
very large num ber of houses are tired 
by sparks falling on a fuzzy shingle 
roof. 
"More than half of all fires In dwell­ 
ing houses start in the kitchen or 
from sparks from the kitchen flue. 
“ Matches In. closets 
and 
cellars 
make an expensive group of losses 
in the reports of fire marshals. N ear­ 
ly every closet needs momentary il­ 
lumination when one wants to find an 
article in it. 
The head of a parlor 
match explodes in a way liable to 
throw a piece of burning phosphorus 
into a fold where It will not be noticed 
in the moment necessary to secur­ 
ing the desired article. 
V cross-grain, 
ed match stem Is liable to break, 
throwing the burning head, and the 
spent match is liable to be dropped 
in fluff when still agrow. 
Burn Ail Greasy Rags. 
“Rags smeared with butter, lard or 
any oil but kerosene may take fire if 
thrown where there is no movement 
of air to carry away the heat m a d e 
by th e grease on them drying. Such 
rags, and the wrappings from ham, 
if thrown into a trash barrel, are 
likely to set its contents afire. Mother 
should not put greasy rags in the 
ragbag. 
The stove is the only safe 
place for them."
